Itia iiotlhe inlentibri^qf.trje department 
to proceed against the beef trust under tbe 
Sherman law, to show that the trust is ille- 
gal, but simply.tb go into courts with pro" 
cecdings fqr!;. contempt; and show that tbe 
paitios to' tlio organization are in contempt 
bE the.Unitb'd StuteB Circuit "court- for the 
Northern district of Illinois and its injunc- 
tions againa t the packers granted last May. 
This plan has been considered by tbe Attor? 
ney General a*rid his assiatantB,'' and ' they 
regard it as an effelive barrier to any fur- 
ther proceedings for combination -of the 
packcre ia restraint of trade or competition . 
. The proceedings against the beef trust' 
last Bpring seem to prohibit the packers 
from entering into an unlawful agreement 
and eonspinicy to destroy all competition 
in the purchase. of the live stock and in the 
sale of dressed meats. Many specification? 
were presented showing tho means by which 
tho packers had violated tho law. and de- 
stroyed competilon In thoir buaineBe. Tho 
government asked that tbe packers- be cm 
joined from further- continuance of these 
Various practices, and, tho packers making 
no nnawer tothat petition, n temporary re- 
atraining order was granted by Judire Gross, 
cup, enjoining each and all the defendants 
frohi' continuing to carry out the unlawful 
agrpomenta and conspiracy charged ' in the 
petitions, 

-It is held by tho Department, of Juetice 
that thie injunction granted by the United 
States Circuit court in Chicago is binding, 
ami prevents. not. only. the packers from 
making .unlawful aiirfiementa such, as com- 
plained otin the petition,' but that it also 
reBtraina them from attempting to organize 
in a legal way to carry out all orariy.ojf 
their.old agreemDnts. The department. iB 
therefore ready to proceed against tbe pack- 
ers as in comtempt of court and in violation 
of the restraining order whenever they br : 
ganizo a new corporation. All that will be. 
necessary is for pome competent authority 
in Illinois to present the complaint nnd 
ahow that the packers have violated the re- 
straining order of J.udgeGrosacup. 

This method ofdeaUngwith the beef traat 
is considered more effective than any other 
that cuuld he deviaed. It is admitted that 
tbe packers might effect an organization 
similar to that of the steel trust, IE there 
had been no preliminary proceedings 
against them for what was Alleged to be a 
conspiracy under the Sherman law. but, 
proceedings having. been taken and the re- 
atraining order issued, it is held that such 
Order is art effective barrier against any at- 
tempt to tho packers to form a trust similar 
to thnt oE.tbe steel tniBt or that of the Nor 
tbern Securities company. In Bucb a case 
it would riot bo ncccsBarj* to go into tho 
meritBof the now corporation. The depart- 
meiit of jbBtico would' ask the court to. in- 
sist ujwn tho validity of its injunction and 
bring the packers before it for contempt of 
court. . 

It.is told that tho packers bavo had some 
ihtimrilioriAato the intentions of tho de- 
part niont of justice, and that the various 
dclUye in effecting their organization and 
announcing the incorporation of the tnist 
have. been due to their inability to find a 
way of , evading contempt proceedings, 
They wi| I. first .have .to go into. court and 
"attempt -to havb the injunction lifted before 
they caaulegally organize inlna truatwith? 
but being subject to continuous" contempt 
pTCJ^cedingsand ■ the danger of being sent 
to prison for contempt of court.
